TAKING OUT BODIES 
BURIED MINERS. 


First of the Corpses Recovered Were 
Mangled and Disfigured. 


Many so Bruised and Discolored That White Men 
Cannot be Told from Negroes—One Victim is Found 
Barely Alive—Foul Gases Make ork of the Exovlor- 
ing Party Most Difficult. a 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 


IRMINGHAM (Ala.) Feb. 21.—The scene at the Virginia 
Mine, this afternoon, where a terrific after-damp explosion 
yesterday afternoon imprisoned 116 men 700 feet below the 

surface, was the most grewsome and harrowing that has ever 
been witnessed in this section of Alabama. Of the miners who 
entered the mine yesterday afternoon, so far about fifty bodies 
have been recovered. The recovery, already, of so many dead 
the unfortunates still in the mine. : 
FRIGHTFULLY MANGLED. ‘ 

The corpses are frightfully mangled and disfigured, and 
dentification is almost impossible. 
bruised and twisted and discolored that negroes cannot be told 
from white men. 

One hundred families nal three hundred children are left 
destitute and without means of support by the calamity, and they 
are of the best class of mining families in Alabama. The bodies 
of the victims, which in many cases have been gathered together 
in pieces and brought to the surface, are placed in rows on a rough 
platform, and tonight ambulances began the nemevel of those so 
far recovered to Bessemer. 

The excavation of the debris has been hampered. The foul 
gases which had collected in the stope made necessary the use of 


safety lamps, and it was found (at less than a score of safety 
lamps were available in the district. Union miners went to the 
scene from practically all the mining camps within a radius of 
twenty-five miles to aid in the work of rescue. 

Out of the bodies recovered up to this time, one was 


carefijly taken from the mine, and heroic methods resorted to 
to bring the man to consciousness. He is still alive, but scant 
hope is held out for his recovery. 

President Flynn of the Alebama Mine Workers, said to the 
Associated Press tonight: ‘‘I shall be surprised if a single person 
escapes alive from that mine. Ventilation is very difficult, and 


been suffocated by the gases. The bodies so far recovered were 
in the main stope, and it will be several days before we can get to 
the rooms which branch off from the main stope.’’ 


MAN’S HEAD IN BASKET. 

One of the most grewsome sights witnessed today was a man's 
head being carried out of the mine in a dinner basket. It was 
found in this position, and the flesh was almost entirely burned 
away from the skull. Legs, arms and mangled trunks were 
brought out in succession. After the fall, the entrance to the 
mine was converted into a veritable chamber of horrors, the aw- 
fulness of which was intensified by the flickering of the lamps as 
the feeble rays. fell upon the mangled and bleeding fragments of 
human flesh strewn about the entrance. Many stout-hearted men 
who had been assisting in the work of rescue were forced to give 
up the task, and numerous persons have fainted upon seeing thé 
ghastly array of bodies. 

Mine Boss Reed is confident that more than one bundred of 
the men in the mine were white, and believes all perished.. He 
knows the rooms in which each man was working, and this infor- 
'mation in many cases is the only means of identification, so hor- ! 
ribly are the hodies disfigured.

Petersburg, the information reaches 
the Associated Press that Gen. Kou- 
ropatkin is industriously preparing 
to try final conclusions with Field 
Marshal Oyama, and that a decisive 
battle may be expected within a fort- 
night. - 

Capt. William B. Budson, U. S. A., 
and other ofreign military attachés 
have been asked to leave Viadivostok. 
While no reason has been assigned, it 
is probable that this action is in antici- 
pation of operations which will begin 
there as soon as spring opens. 

According to the latest reports, Em- 
peror Nicholas is greatly dissatisfied 
with the conduct of Gen. Gripenberg 
while he was in Manchuria, and that 
he has not only sustained Gen. Kouro- 
patkin, but has ordered Gen. Gripen- 
berg to return to his post. It is gos- 
sip in court circles that Gen. Gripen- 
berg’s face was far from cheerful 
when he left the Emperor's cabinet.

TWENTY-FIVE JAP DESTROYERS.

ATTACK OF APPENDICITIS.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 21.—Suffering 
intense pain from an aggravated at- 
tack of appendicitis, and utterly pros- 
trated over the recommendation of the 
Bribery Investigation Committee to ex- 
pel him from the Senate, EB. J. Emmons, 
State Senator from Kern, was taken 
from his hotel today to a loca! hospital!

But few 
harbor tugs were in the neighborhood 
and it was nearly an hour before she 
was hauled from her perilous position.

Some 
did ao by leaping overboard, others 
succeeded in lowering a boat although 
the davits became red hot while they 
were doing it. Capt. Dickinson ac- 
counted for all his men and announced 
that no ope had lest his life, although 
toree had been injured. 

The escape of the Dalton Hall is con- 
sidered most fortunate, as she has on 
board a very valuable cargo, having 
been practically loaded to sail today 
for Rotterdam. The steamer Michigan, 
of the Warren_line, and the steamer 
Martello also were threatened, but 


escaped damage. 

The fire started presumably from 
spontaneous combustion in some hay 
on cier Na 4. It was under control at 


daylight.

WATER, WATER EVERYWHERE, 
AND MORE COMING. 


Colorado River in Connection With 
Gila Again Assumes Threatening 
Aspect and Has Been Risifg for 
Several Days, Fleoding Valieys and 
Putting Citizens on Defensive. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIME? ) 
YUMA (Ariz.) Feb. 21.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Water, water, more water, 
no end of water seems to be Yuma’s 
lot. Ten days ago Yuma passed the 
high-water mark of the recent flood, 
when those who did not get soaked got 
badly scared, and the river reached 
twenty-nine feet. After the Colorado 
River went down and the flooded val- 
leys again came into view Yuma farm- 
ers felt very much relieved, as little 
damage was done except to hay and in 
some respects it was a benefit, but now 
the story is different, as too much wa- 
ter will do much damage. 

The Colorado in connection with the 
Gila has again assumed a threatening 
aspect and has been rising for several 
days and now registers twenty-six feet, 
partly flooding the valley and again 
putting the citizens on the defensive. 
All day and tonight men and scraper 
teams are at work throwing up dirt to 
still further strefigthen the embank- 
ments against any unexpect rise of 
the river, which might flood the town. 
Reports of a reliable nature from Gila 
Rend. Sentinel and Gila City indicate 
that the Gila River is again as high as 
it was ten days ago and still rising, 
which would indicate higher water 
than has been seen here since 1891. 
Reports from Bill Wiiliams Fork on 
the Calorado say there is a large body 
of water coming from that direction 
which, if true, and if it were to reach 
here with the flood waters_of the Gila, 
would cause higher water than Yuma 
has ever seen. 

The probabilities are, however, that 
the waters of the Gila will have passed 
en to the Gulf before the other arrives 
and Yuma may be spared rain 
continues here.

LY LOST LIFE 
IN FORDING RIVER. 


TRUGGLING in the raging Wa- 

ters of the Los Angeles River and 

in danger of being drowned was the 
unique and exciting experience of J. 
Edward Leach of No. 2203 East Fourth 
street. who returned vesterday froma 
journey to the head of the Little Te- 
junga Cafion. 

Crossing the Little Tejunga Creek, a 
tributary of the Los Angeles River, 
Leach met with the adventure that al- 
most cost him his life. 

Swollen by the recent 
mountain streams have become tor- 
rents filled with uprooted trunks of 
trees which has mace the journey up 
into the cafion a dangerous undertak- 
ing. 

, to travel In fair or foul 
weather, young Leach a few days ago 
started, with a horse and light rig, to 
visit a friend who lives far up the 
North Fork. Night came down before 
the journey was completed and when 
within about five miles of his destina- 
tion the weary traveler essayed to ford 
ths last stream, which is usually only 
a few feet In depth. 

Urging his horse into the waters, 
Leach undertook to cross, but before 
he had fairly driven into the swollen 
creek he realized what a mistake he 
had made. 4

Litting the rig in its grasp, the 
ters tore horse and wagon apart 
sent both flying downstream. To save 
his life the traveler jumped inte the 
icy waters, and after a fearful struggle 
was swept down the stre@m and landed 
bruised and battered, on the other side, 

The wagon was caught in the 
branches of an overhanging oak, but 
the half-drowned horse was swept far. 
down the current and scrambled ashore 
where the waters began to run in shal- 
lows permitting the animal to regain 
his feet. 

The greater part of the night was 
spent in an attempt to repair the dam- 
og. but it was not until the following 
day that the buggy was pulled out of 
the creek. 

Leach is a thorough mountaineer, but 
he declares his experience during this 
last trip was his most dangerous un- 
certaking.

Giddings Says if He is Not Left 

Alene He'll Ask for Permission to 

Play in Pasadena’s Gack Yard, and 

Adde That the Populer Vote 

ind Him.

The wish of thé residents of Altadena 
to have their mountain resort incorpo- 
rated as a city of the sixth class re- 
maina mereif a desire: but the Gght 
against the cemetery project has be- 
come’to acute that Altadena js not go- 
ing to fémain as it is—so much has 
been determined. 

Giddings, the cemetery man, is keep- 
ing tab and ff Altadena fails to incor- 
porate, a fight is likely to take place 
over Altadena being admitted to Pasa- 
dena. 

Ali the parties lined up before the 
Supervisors yesterday to thresh the 
matter out. J. Perry -Wood, the attor- 
ney. presented the facta and Sgures 
for the Altadena people desiring |:.cer- 
poration, while Fred Hummel am! Mr. 
Giddings represented the two batches 
of protestants. Hummel ste‘ted to the 
board that the signers of the first pre- 
test against being included in the in- 
corporation acheme reside in the dis- 
trict weet of Lincoln avenue te the 
Arroyo, and frem the Pasadena city 
limits on the south te the government 
reservation. All this land is in acreage, 
and while the population ts sixty, the 
voters number only twenty-three, and 
the voters who are also property own- 
ers, twenty. Out of the total of 442 
facres included in the distriet the pro- 
testants represent 104 acres. 

Lincoln avenue being a natural di- 
viding line north and south, the peti- 
tioners stated that they were not averte 
to leaving this acreage out, although 
they would prefer that it be included. 
But they did object strenuously against 
| the second protest receiving any con- 
cession from the board. It appeared 
that the second protest was gotten up 
by Giddings, and practically sought to 
have excluded from the proposed in- 
corporation bdundaries the old Moun- 


tain View Cemetery, and to the east, 

that land on the other side of the car 
| tne known as the hew cemetery—to 
prevent the opening wf which is one df 
the aims of the Altadena people. 

This triangular strip of territory lies 
between Lincoln avenue On the west, 
extending clear through to Marengo 
avenue on the east, the northern boun- 
dary being Ventura street and a line 
parallel with the cemetery, and the 
southern, the city limits of Pasadena. 

The Giddings petition contains thirty 
signers: but when they were polled i: 
was discovered that only thirteen of 
th: signers are voters, only fourteen 
residents, and the remainder are non- 
residents. Of the signers that are 
voters, seven only own property. Judged 
on the basis of acreage, ten acres voted 
in support of the petition out of a to- 
tal of 480 acres in the district supposed 
to be protesting. 

The petitioners had represented that 
there are 700 residents within the pro- 
posed boundaries of Altadena, and 
after the discussion had continued for 
some time they claimed that 
the acreage bordering the Arroyo they 
could still make a town, but without 
the Giddings tract the new municipal- 
ity would be handicapped. The ex- 
empted strip would lie a three-cornered 
“nowhere” between two municipalities, 
Giddings was about to answer, but 
Chairman Longden choked hi moff by 
remarking that without even asking 
the sense of the board he was certain 
tha: the boundaries would not be con- 
ceded by the board if a little bit of ter- 
ritory was to be left orphaned. he 
board had an unpleasant experience in 
leaving a strip of territory between 
two municipalities before and didn't 
want it repeated. 

While the hearing was in progress a4 
protest against the territory being 
left out of the annexation project was 
submitted by Attorney Wood. It had 
just been handed to him and he offered 
it for what it was worth. This bit lies 
between Alameda street to Marengo 
avenue on the east, with the city lim- 
ite of Pasadena as the southern boun- 
dary. Most of the signers are non-res- 
idents, the petition representing about 
160 acres. 

Supervisor Alexander suggested that 
the plan adopted in similar cases be 
followed in this-—that the board go out 
and drive around and see the bounds- 
ries for themeelvese. That didn't suit 
Giddings, for he wanted speedy: action, 
He drew qut another petition and said 
that the people he represented had tals 
petition all ready to file with the City 
Council at Pasadena in the event of 
their being Incituded by the Supervris- 
ore in the Altadena municipality. The 
petition asked Pasadena to take pity 
upon the nineteen signers and take 
them into the city, the cemetery to be 
included. 

“Will Pasadena take you in?” some- 
one called out to Giddings. 

“We have it from good, reliable au- 
thority that they will,” was the an- 


ewer. 

Mr. Allen, the local architect, who 
hes hie home near Altadena, reminded 
Mr. Giddings that the question of tak- 
ing a cemetery with nineteen people 
jn*o the corporate limits would have to 
be passed. upon by general vote of the 
people of Pasadena; but that didn't 
bot hgr the cemetery man. He said 
that ‘in presenting their petition they 
had such assurances— : 

“As you could get from any wnau- 
thoritative source,” unkindly @lled in 
someone in the background. 

“You know that a city of the sixth 
class can't levy tames af a city like 
Pesadena can.’ Mr. Alien remarked. 
There had been some talk about the 
possible expense of being included in 
the new municipality, and here Gid- 
dings handed a strong one back. 

“And I know,” he said, “that when 
incorporated you can assess property 
et anything you like.” 

A tacetious old gentiema;n from Alta- 
dena wanted to know if Giddings would 
object to a dog tax if taken inte Pasa- 
dena; but the chairman stopped any 
tendency to hilarity, and the old gen- 
tleman subsided.

AQUI REVOLT 
IS WORST EVER. 


FEROCIOUS WARFARE KEPT UP, 
SAY LOS ANGELES MEN. 
—— 


Wholesale Deportation or Extermi- 
nation ef Rebellious Tribe is Govern- 


W. E. Richardson, general manager 
of the La Bufa Mining Company at La 
Bufa, Sonora, and 8B. A. Hartmann of 
thie city, who owns properties at La 
Dura, Sonora, arrived here yesterday 
from the mines and report that the 
trouble with the Yaquis is far worse 
than ever before. 

“The present uprising i# the most 
serious Ponora has yet faced.” sata 
Mr. Richardson to a Times reporter 
yesterday. “It is partaking of a feroc- 
ity not experienced before. Not content 
with killing their victims, the Indians 
have taken to shockingly mutilating 
the bodies. A large number of Mext- 
cans—prominent citizens of Sonora— 
have fallen victimes to their raids, as 
well as some Americana, 

“The Mexican government ts doing 
everything possible to restore peace, 
but it begins to look as ff that is to 
come about eniy when the lest Yaqui 
has been removed from the country. 
As there were originally about 8000 of 
them and now, after the government 
has transported many to Yucatan, 
there are still some 6000 of them, you 
can readily see what a job the govern- 
ment has on its hands. I learned just 
before left that 500 more troopse— 
cavairymen, veterans of other Indian 
ware—are en route from Chihuahua to 
rid in puttt down rebellion. 
Many of the Yaquis, seemingly peace- 
ful workingmen, were secretly con- 
tributing to the aid of insu: rectos, £0 
that the government is. being «vmpelled 
to treat them all much the same. 

The Indians have not come near our 
mines at all, or within fifty miles, and 
the only difficulty we have is in the 
matter of freighting. It is impossible 
to do any hauling without military es- 
corts, and as a result trade has come 
to @ standstill at Hermosillo and Guay- 
mas, the centers from which the whole. 
sale trade of the interior is supplied. 
To move a wagon train unguarded in 
the hostile country would be too fool- 
hardy to be attempted. 

*T came in by way of Ortiz with Mr. 
Hartmann and we had an escort of 
eleven of his own men. We were for- 
tunate enough not to meet any Indians, 
but we had several reports of their 
presence In large bands. Nearly ali 
of the ranches along the route had 
vee. abandoned, the owners fleeing for 
their lives to the towns, and those few 
where the people remained had been 
fortified with bilockhouses, and rifle 
towers as in the frontier days in this 
country. 

“The troubles are confined to the 
Yaqui Valley and the Bacatete Moun- 
tulns, where the Indians had their 
original homes and where they know 
every foot of ground. Other parts of 
the State are safe enough. Every In- 
dian known to be implicated in any 
murders is promptly shot or hanged 
on capture.”

We 
have had street car conductors held 
up at lonely terminals and restaurants 
raided by masked desperadoes in the 
very center of the city. Besides these 
acts of criminal audacity we have had 
a plentiful crop of mere subtly con- 
trived villainies, such as that which 
resulted last Saturday in the looting 
of a hotel cash drawer in broad day- 
light and amid the proving throng. 
The record of this winter's crime shows 
clearly enough the gang that horse 
racing has brought into Los Angeles. 
But these are merely the stories that 
have reached ths police and the pub- 
city of the press. For every one 
that has been told, there have been 
many more left untold, acta of swin- 
dling by confidence men and gambling 
sharks in every line of bue'ness which 
shame or fear of exposure bas caused 
the victims to suprress. 

Then there is the

near the race track. Furthermore, 
without any breaking of the law, there 


have been painful cases of careers ship- 
wrecked, of happy homes broken up, 
because of the fatal facilities offered 
for launching into a career of reckless 
gambling. Even women have been 
drawn into the vortex, and mere 
youths have taken their first lessons 
in subterfuge cr open defiance of the 
world’s respect. 

Horse racing, it is sometimes argucd, 
brings money into a city, and keeps 
money in circulation. Such a plea de- 
serves not one moment's consideration. 
It could be advanced to justify the 
vilest debauchery--a saturnaiia of 
drunkenness or any other riotous 
phase vice might care to assume. More- 
over, the excuse obscures the real ta- 
sue. The money that passes from 
hand to hand at such a place as Ascot 
Park is money withdrawn from hon- 
est business circulation and put to dis- 
honest uses. There can be no such 
thing as “honest gamblinc.” . The 
phrase is a contradiction in terms: we 
might as well speak of “moral im- 
morality” or “sober inebriety.”" Gam- 
bling is a vice, even though it may 
be a widespread human instinct.

The latest report from Washing- 
ion is to the effect that there will be 
no freight rate legis'ation at the pres- 
ent session of Congress. The Senate 
bas dilly-dallied and  procrastinated 
so long (and so needleraly.) in the mat- 
ter of this needed and important legis- 
lation to enlarge the powers of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, tha: 
there will not be time in the few days

There is nothing new nor startling 
in this information. ‘Tne attitude of 
the Senate toward the proposed legis- 
lation, from the first, has been such 
as to give no hope that it would take 
favorable action, or any action at ali, 
duriigx the present session, on the 
proposition to give to the Imierstate 
Commerce Commission such enlarged 
powers as will make iis decrees autho. - 
itative in cases of gisputed rates.

TIGHT LIQUOR LAWS.

SEWER OUTFALL TROUBLES. 

OCEAN PARK, Feb. 21.—!t I'kely 
that there will soon be held another 
special election for the purpose of vot- 
ing bonds for the repair and extension 
of the Santa Monica outfall sewer, 
which discharges beneath the wharf at 
Pier avenue. KR. W. Armetrong, as a 
representative citizen of the sout side 
appeared iasi ulighi before the Manta 
Monica City Trustees and pointed out 
the necessity for the speedy repair of 
the sewer. He eaid {t is a menace to 
health and happiness in its present 
condition. 

The Trustees said they were power- 
lees to act, as the people who are now 
complaining had refused only last Au- 
gust to vote the bonds which the City 
Trustees asked with which to repair 
the sewer and extend it further sea- 
ward. The city is without funds with 
which to make the extensive repairs 
needed, and under the law is barred 
from voting for bonds on the same 
subject within the year, except upon 
a majority petition of the electors. 
This petition it is said will be prepared 
and will receive the signatures of those 
who in August opposed the bond Issug. 
They realize that this is the only way 
to secure the speedy extension of the 
sewer. While voting on this subject it 
in likely that the people will also be 
asked to vote bonds for the construc- 
tion of fre engine houses, one on the 
south and one on the north side of the 
city. 

City Engineer James of Santa Mon- 
jcea reports that a number of the piles 
in the sewer wharf are in a weakened 
condition, and are liable to go out on 
short notice. It is urged that they 
should be redriven for the protection of 
the outfall sewer. The Abbot Kinney 
Co. reports from Venice that great 
damage was done to the Windward- 
avenue pier during the recent high 
tides, by floating pieces of the disin- 
tegrating wharf at Pier avenue butting 
into it. Venice is in no good humor, 
and warns the city not to let its plies 
stray so far from home. In the mean- 
time, the boisterous tides of last night
